Members travel considerable miles to get to and from AGO 
concerts and workshops. With many members living and 
working in the suburbs in all directions of the Cities, the fol- 
lowing steps are suggested.

An active proponent of new music, Marks has premiered a 
number of commissioned organ works. His diverse stylistic 
interests also steer him towards a variety of other repertoire, 
especially that of the German Baroque period. Equally com- 
fortable with solo and collaborative playing, he performs fre- 
quently with ensembles such as the Boston Brass. He holds 
degrees from University of Richmond (B.M., piano), Univer- 
sity of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign (M.M., piano and M.M., 
organ), and the Eastman School of Music (D.M.A., organ), 
where he studied with Michael Farris. His performances 
have garnered him top prizes in competitions, including the 
Arthur Poister Competition, the San Marino Competition, the 
Fort Wayne Competition and the Mader Competition. 

Marks' recording entitled Discoveries was made on the his- 
toric Walter Holtkamp organ at Syracuse University and 
represents his varied musical interests, featuring music 
spanning four centuries that is rarely performed and re- 
corded. His latest recording is Organ Works of Seth Bing- 
ham, Vol. 1 “Unto the Hills”. The recording is the first of a 
projected 3-disc set and is the first to be devoted solely to 
the organ music of Bingham, who was a prominent New York 
composer and organist.

His recent professional activities have included acclaimed 
performances at national conventions of the Organ Historical 
Society, a performance at the 2007 Region II convention of 
the American Guild of Organists in New York, performances 
with Boston Brass and Ethos Percussion Group and partici- 
pation in five Pipe Organ Encounters. He organized the first 
ever Pipe Organ Encounter Advanced in Lincoln, July 6-11, 
2008.

Inaugural Recital 


at Saint John the Evangelist 
By James Frazier 





On Sunday, October 5 James Frazier will play a recital on the 
recently restored and enlarged E.M. Skinner organ at Saint 
John the Evangelist Episcopal Church in Saint Paul. The free 
recital is at 4:00 pm. 


Opus 371, by Ernest M. Skinner, was installed in 1922, re- 
placing a Hope-Jones instrument that had lasted only about 
eleven years. Over the ensuing decades a number of tonal 
changes were made to the instrument, Some more success- 
ful than others. In 1950 an attempt was made to brighten its 
tonal palette, with mixed results. Fortunately a high percent- 
age of the Skinner pipework survived the changes and re- 
main in the organ today. The instrument is believed to be the 
oldest extant E.M. Skinner organ in the state of Minnesota. 


The Schantz Organ Company, whose area representative is 
TCAGO member Paul Lohman, was entrusted with the work 
of manufacturing a new four-manual console, cleaning and 
repairing all of the pipework, revoicing the Skinner ranks that 
had been altered, and constructing new ranks in keeping 
with the Skinner esthetic, including an antiphonal division on 
the rear balcony rail. Many of the new ranks are Skinner rep- 
licas, with pipe metal having the same thickness that would 
have been used by Skinner, for instance, and 8’ diapasons 
with leathered lips. The new ranks include a 16’ pedal Trom- 
bone with wooden resonators (a rank which was in the origi- 
nal Skinner organ, but had later been replaced with a similar 
rank made of metal), a new Tuba (like the one Skinner origi- 
nally installed), and a large Flauto Mirabilis in the solo divi- 
sion (a doppelflute made of metal that functions like a large 
harmonic flute). Also new are a second open diapason in the 
Great, with an extension at 16’, a new chorus, and a bright 
new trumpet. The organ now has 55 ranks. 


Mr. Frazier’s recital will include the Introduction, Passacaglia 
and Fugue by Healey Willan, the Prelude and Fugue on the 
name ALAIN by Maurice Duruflé, other works by Dupré, 
Vierne, and Weaver, and a suite on Lord of the Dance com-
